Ottawa, April 21— 
liament took cp again this week, 
ter an Easter recess of ten days, its 
many problems and projects, There is 
a good deal yet to be done. From now 
on Parliament Hill will be almost 
continuously busy in three or four dif- 
ferent sectors. The Commons will be 
sitting daily, the Senate nearly as of- 
ten, and in addition committees ot 
both houses will be at work. Parlia- 
ment will blossom out at times into a 
four or five ringed circus, with some- 
thing doing under’ every tent at 
once.

# Wheat inquiry, reorganization of the 
Canadian Radio Commission, the bud- 
get, amendments to the B. N. A. act, 
reorganization of the Canadian Nat- 
ional Railways set up, changes in the 
Bank of Canada, inquiry into farm im 
plement prices, the amalgamation of 
several governments departments 
further inquiry into elections and 
franchise, pensions problems, in 
quiry into the status of the Speaker 
between pforogation of one parlia 
ment and the meeting of another 
Most of these items are worth a lit 
tle separate consideration here. 

We shall probably 
when the budget is 
down, This is the sacredly 
sxuarded legislation of the year; and 
until it actually arrives, forecasts for 
the most part are only guesswork. 
Sometimes only the prime minister 
and the finance minister know about 
a tax or tariff Change until the day of 
presentation. 

For several weeks trade, 
and other financial figures have been 
in process of compilation, It is pos- 
sible, witrout disclosing any secrets, 
to sum up certain probabilities of the 
coming budget;

Delay Amending B. N. A. Act? 

It begins to look as though amend 
ments to the constitution will not be 
proceeded with this year. The major 
amendment is one to provide machin- 
ery for a loan council, which would 
permit the provinces to secure a fed- 
eral guarantee for their loans, under 
certain conditions. A lukewarm atti- 
tude has grown up about the loan 
council. Albebrta definitely rejected 
it, although she ws one of the provin- 
ces which could have benefited from 
a federal guarantee or her loans. Bri- 
tish Columbia does not appear to be 
very enthusiastic. And the Dominion 
government is certainly not anxious 
to appear in the position of thrusting 
a loan council upon any of the pro- 
vinces.
